IT  IS  impossible  to  begin  our  report  this  year,  except 
on  a  note  of  deepest  thanksgiving  that  the  heavy  wa.r 
cloud  which  seemed  to  envelop  the  whole  earth 
has  lifted,  and  though  much  remains  to  be  done  for  the 
reconstruction,  the  regeneration,  of  the  world,  still  light 
is  breaking  and  already  we  see  the  sun  rising  in  the  dis- 
tance which  will  surely,  if  slowly,  disperse  the  black 
darkness  and  illuminate  all  nations.  A  year  ago  at  the 
Babies'  Wards  we  looked  at  each  other  and  asked, 
"Can  we  hold  out  a  year  longer  with  so  many  of  our 
trained  and  most  capable  women  giving  their  whole  time 
and  thoughts  to  great  war  relief  work — with  our  doc- 
tors and  nurses  going  'Over  Seas'  by  the  scores — and 
even  with  many  subscriptions  being  given  up  with  the 
words,  'All  my  gifts  must  go  to  win  the  war.'  "  Had 
it  not  been  for  the  most  devoted,  conscientious  and  tire- 
less efforts  of  a  few  of  our  managers,  the  Babies'  Wards 
would  have  fallen  away  indeed.  Every  possible  and 
even  impossible  economy  of  administration  has  been 
exercised  and  again  and  again,  in  the  great  shortage  of 
nurses  here,  our  managers  have  thrown  themselves  into 
the  gap  in  times  of  special  emergencies  even  helping 
in  the  care  of  our  Isolation  Wards. 
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One  of  the  blessings  of  the  war  has  been  that  it  has 
developed  the  latent  powers,  physical,  mental  and  spiri- 
tual in  us  all.  It  has  given  us  the  "Will  to  achieve," 
which  has  been  lacking  in  so  many.  It  has  taught  us 
from  the  very  youngest  to  the  oldest  the  beauty,  the  joy 
of  self-sacrifice.  We  have  all  learned  that  when  our 
country  called,  the  word  "Impossible"  no  longer  existed 
and  that  the  sense  of  being  called  to  a  large  work  furn- 
ished the  inspiration  for  it.  The  war  has  developed 
heroines  as  well  as  heroes.  It  has  brought  to  many  the 
consciousness  that  before  jt  they  had  somehow  missed 
the  path  of  high  endeavor.  W^e  had  valued  life  for  what 
we  could  get  out  of  it,  not  for  what  we  could  give. 
There  was  little  thought  of  service  to  be  rendered,  of 
sacrifice  to  be  made.  But  the  past  years  have  shown  us 
a  more  excellent  way,  and  we  are  now  measuring  our 
lives  "by  loss  instead  of  gain,"  not  "by  the  wine  drunk, 
but  by  the  wine  poured  forth."  The  great  work  is  not 
yet  finished,  and  there  are  still  many  vital  needs.  But 
the  high  pressure  on  many  of  you  is  being  lightened  and 
already  we  hear  voices  saying,  "Must  we  go  back  to  our 
old  life  again,  or  shall  we  strive  to  remain  on  the  heights 
for  the  future?" 

W'e  may  indeed  pray  at  this  solemn  turning  of  the 
ways  that  a  coal  of  fire  from  the  altar  of  the  living  God 
might  be  laid  on  our  lips  to  inspire  them  with  the  elo- 
quence to  touch  your  hearts  to  heed  our  most  earnest 
appeal,  that  you  would  now  turn  your  attention  and 
thoughts  to  our  great  peace  hospitals  which  need  you  so 
sorely.  They  have  been  relatively  starved  during  the 
past  two  years,  though  the  importance  of  their  work  to 
the  community  has  seldom  been  greater,  especially  during 
the  ravages  of  the  deadly  epidemic  whose  dangers  are 
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not  yet  past.  The  death  roll  of  the  United  States  forces 
in  the  war  has  been  set  at  sixty  thousand.  The  epidemic 
of  influenza  alone  has  cost  more  tlian  four  hundred  thou- 
sand lives  in  our  country.  The  new  surgery,  which 
has  been  the  means  of  saving  the  lives  of  so  many  of 
our  soldiers  and  which  is  re-creating  others  by  the  scores, 
was  born  in  our  peace  hospitals,  and  the  hope  that  before 
long  we  may  learn  how  to  control  these  devastating 
pestilences  must  lie  in  our  hospitals  and  laboratories. 
In  spite  of  the  enormous  rise  in  the  price  of  drugs  and 
supplies,  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  so  large  a  proportion  of 
their  trained  personnel  for  service  "Over  Seas,"  our 
hospitals  have,  for  the  past  two  years,  at  much  sacrifice 
met  all  demands  of  war  and  peace,  even  the  unprec- 
edented demands  of  the  influenza  epidemic.  Last  year 
in  New  York  alone  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
patients  were  cared  for,  four-fifths  of  whom  were  charity 
cases.  In  the  Babies'  Wards  we  have  struggled  indeed 
to  keep  our  accommodations  open  to  the  widest  extent; 
Special  welcome  has  always  been  given  to  the  children 
of  our  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  every  efifort  made  to 
follow  them  up  after  leaving  our  wards,  and  to  see  that 
all  their  needs  were  supplied.  Hundreds  of  little  ones 
have  been  left  orphans  through  the  ravages  of  the  in- 
fluenza and  our  endeavors  to  care  for  them  have  only 
been  limited  by  the  lack  of  helpers.  I  would  implore  you, 
therefore,  both  young  and  old — both  men  and  women — 
not  to  fall  back  in  the  near  future  into  a  life  of  mere 
getting  of  wealth  or  pleasure  or  even  happiness,  but  to 
give  your  time,  your  thoughts,  your  money,  best  of  all, 
yourselves,  to  the  great  work  of  our  hospitals  which  now 
needs  you  so  sorely — a  work  which  is  as  noble  and  im- 
portant as  any  on  earth.   Let  us  remember  that  in  a  few 
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short  years  tlie  safety  of  the  world  will  rest  on  the 
babies  of  today,  and  work  in  a  dozen  directions  must  at 
once  be  planned  and  undertaken  to  care  for,  to  strengthen, 
and  to  start  aright  these  little  suffering  creatures  brought 
to  us  so  handicapped  by  their  heritage  of  poverty,  sick- 
ness, starvation  itself.  To  learn  something  of  the  needs 
and  conditions  of  such  children  ,one  must  visit  the  wards 
frequently,  but  even  the  lifting  of  a  corner  of  the  veil 
may  give  you  a  glimpse  of  the  work. 

"Eddie  was  a  tiny  boy  whose  father,  a  French  soldier, 
fell  in  the  battle  of  the  Marne  and  whose  mother,  a 
dainty  little  French  woman,  was  ill  in  a  hospital. 
Brought  to  us  for  some  serious  throat  trouble,  he  was 
so  weak  that  no  operation  could  be  undertaken  at  first. 
Almost  friendless  in  a  strange  country,  he  needed  the 
same  tender  care  and  mothering  which  we  are  giving  to 
similar  cases  in  France.  As  he  began  to  improve,  the 
little  graces  and  charms  of  his  native  country  appeared, 
and  his  sweet  ways  made  him  a  pet  with  all  the  nurses. 
In  a  few  days  he  will  go  home  quite  well  and  strong, 
and  though  we  shall  all  miss  his  winning  smile,  he  will 
join  his  mother,  now  greatly  improved,  and  the  Red  Cross 
will  care  for  them  both  until  she  is  able  to  work  again." 

"Jeanette  B.,  i6  months  old,  was  an  officer's  baby  from 
California.  Her  father  was  temporarily  stationed  near 
this  city  and  sent  for  his  wife  and  two  little  girls  to  visit 
him  before  he  left  for  Foreign  Service.  While  staying 
near  the  camp,  Jeanette  contracted  typhoid  fever  and 
her  mother  brought  her  to  us  in  June.  She  was  very 
ill  and  we  worked  night  and  day  to  save  her.  Six  days 
later  her  little  sister  Ruth  was  brought  with  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis.  The  father  sailed,  leaving  his  two 
little  ones  in  our  care  and  we  took  the  mother  also  in,  in 
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one  of  our  sujjported  beds  for  mothers,  till  the  babies 
were  out  of  danger.  They  botli  fought  well  and  after 
five  weeks  the  mother  was  able  to  start  for  her  long  trip 
home,  stopping  from  time  to  time  to  give  the  little  ones 
a  rest.  She  has  since  written  us  that  both  little  girls  are 
well,  but  the  father  was  "killed  in  action"  in  France. 

"Helen  Z. — A  fair,  blue-eyed  Polish  child,  with  soft 
and  golden  curls,  who  spoke  no  English,  came  to  us  in 
July.  She  was  suffering  with  endocarditis  or  heart 
trouble.  She  was  not  happy  at  first,  and  as  one  hot  day 
followed  another  we  feared  we  should  lose  her  for  her 
resistance  was  very  low.  One  morning  we  placed  a 
little  baby  in  the  bassinette  next  her  crib,  and  she  at 
once  became  interested  in  him,  and  in  trying  to  amuse 
him  she  forgot  to  fret  for  home  and  began  to  improve. 
Every  day  we  took  them  botli  to  our  pretty  roof  garden 
and  by  the  end  of  July  we  were  able  to  send  her  to  Sea 
Cliff  Convalescent  Home,  where  she  fully  regained  her 
strength." 

"Woodrow  R's  father  was  in  the  service  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  one  night  about  9  o'clock  he  came  to  us  with 
his  little  son,  all  covered  with  furuncules  in  all  stages. 
He  had  been  to  another  hospital  and  had  been  told  there 
was  no  hope  of  saving  his  baby.  As  he  came  out  the 
door  man  said  to  him,  "Why  don't  you  take  your  baby 
to  the  Post-Graduate  Babies'  Wards,  they  won't  turn 
you  away  if  they  have  a  bed  empty."  We  took  W'oodrow 
in,  and,  after  blood  tests  had  been  made,  we  gave  him 
untiring  surgical  care  and  hot  boric  baths  till  he  began 
to  improve.  It  took  long  patient  work  on  the  part  of 
the  doctors  and  nurses,  but  at  last  the  boils  were  gone, 
and  we  sent  him  back  to  his  mother,  thin,  to  be  sure,  but 
well  and  gaining  in  strength." 
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Very  warm  thanks  are  due  to  those  helpers  who  came 
to  our  aid  during  the  past  year  when  help  was  so  sorely 
needed,  and  yet  when  war  relief  must  necessarily  come 
first  of  all.  The  Social  Service  Committee  renewed  its 
liberal  gift  for  the  salary  of  a  visiting  nurse  and  for  the 
cases  needing  immediate  relief ;  a  report  of  their  most 
important  work  is  given  elsewhere.  The  Speedwell  So- 
ciety at  Morristown  continued  throughout  the  whole 
year  its  invaluable  aid  to  our  tiny  ones  too  young  and  too 
ill  to  be  taken  by  any  other  agency,  and  in  so  doing  un- 
doubtedly saved  many  lives.  The  Country  Home  at  Sea 
Cliff  took  one  hundred  of  our  convalescents,  a  larger 
number  than  for  some  years,  and  gave  them  such  excel- 
lent care  and  so  much  happiness  that  they  returned  trans- 
formed almost  out  of  recognition.  Not  only  were  lives 
saved,  but  many  children  for  whom  a  life  of  invalidism 
seemed  inevitable  were  so  improved  through  a  pro- 
longed stay  at  Sea  Cliff,  that  they  came  back  really  well 
and  strong  again.  The  Junior  AuxiHary  and  the  Babies' 
Wards'  Guild  kept  up  their  fine  work,  without  which  it 
would  be  indeed  a  difficult  task  to  maintain  the  Wards. 
Countless  associations  and  individuals  have  assisted  in 
furnishing  the  innumerable  articles  needed  each  year  in 
a  Babies'  Hospital,  while  back  of  all  these  and  under- 
lying them  all,  deepest  gratitude  is  due  to  the  many  gen- 
erous friends  upon  whose  pecuniary  gifts  the  very  exist- 
ance  of  the  Wards  has  rested.  Perhaps  one  of  our  most 
welcome  contributions  was  the  gift  (through  a  devoted 
friend  of  the  Ward's — Mrs.  Oliver  Harriman)  from 
Mrs.  Alexander  Pratt  of  $500  for  the  entire  refurnish- 
ing and  new  equipment  of  the  Roof  Garden.  This  sum 
was  the  proceeds  of  a  charming  entertainment  given  by 
"Little  People,"  and  a  tablet  with  the  names  of  those  who 
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joined  in  this  beautiful  gift  for  their  little  brothers  and 
sisters  of  the  pour  has  been  placed  on  the  walls.  The 
real  good  accomplished  through  the  constant  use  of  such 
a  Roof  Garden  is  almost  incalculable.  Chief  among  our 
gifts  was  the  sum  of  $4,000  from  Mrs.  Ray  Baker, 
anticipating  the  interest  on  a  Fund  to  be  given  later  in 
memory  of  Alfred  Vanderbilt.  Part  of  this  sum  was 
used  toward  the  support  of  beds  in  the  Wards,  thus 
enabling  us  to  plan  to  keep  them  open  to  the  widest  ex- 
tent possible,  while  the  remainder  went  toward  the  most 
important  improvements  made  in  the  Wards  last  sum- 
mer, which  we  hope  will  result  in  saving  many  infant 
lives.  To  all  these  friends  we  woiild  say,  "Blessed  is 
the  way  of  the  helpers  the  companions  of  the  Christ." 

The  importance  of  our  Admission  Department  is  now 
very  great.  Here  all  children  applying  are  carefully  ex- 
amined by  a  doctor  and  a  nurse,  apparent  incipient  con- 
tagion is  properly  separated  and  cared  for,  throat  and 
other  cultures  are  taken  and  all  possible  particulars  of 
home  conditions,  wages,  heredity,  etc.,  which  are  needed 
for  the  intelligent  treatment  of  the  child,  ascertained 
from  the  parents.  Twenty  or  thirty  patients  are  fre- 
quently examined  in  a  day  and  as  all  admitted  must  be 
very  carefully  bathed,  disinfected,  etc.,  the  entire  time  of 
an  experienced  doctor  and  nurse  is  needed,  involving  an 
expense  of  some  $130  a  month.  For  the  past  year  the 
salary  of  the  doctor  has  been  provided  for  by  the  gener- 
ous special  gifts  of  some  of  the  managers,  and  we  feel 
that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  work  should 
be  continued  and  the  best  medical  talent  availal)le  should 
be  secured.  We  would  appeal,  therefore,  for  special 
gifts  of  $75,  a  sum  which  would  provide  for  the  doctor's 
salary  for  one  month,  as  on  skillful  and  conscientious 
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management  of  this  department  the  welfare  of  the 
Wards  largely  rests. 

The  most  pressing  need  of  the  Babies'  W  ards  at  present 
is  a  greatly  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions 
and  donations,  large  and  small.  Our  list  of  these  has 
fallen  off  in  the  past  two  years  very  considerably,  in  com- 
mon with  the  lists  of  most  private  charities,  and  yet  we 
must  meet  the  enormously  increased  cost  of  clothing, 
food,  fuel,  surgical  supplies,  etc.  We  employ  no  col- 
lector, no  salaried  officers,  and  every  dollar  given  goes 
directly  to  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  patients,  and 
we  most  earnestly  appeal  for  additional  gifts.  IV e  arc 
anxious  also  to  secure  several  more  supported  beds  by 
the  gift  of  tz^'o  hundred  dollars  annually,  to  make  good 
the  loss  of  those  which  are  necessarily  given  up  from 
time  to  time.  In  these  wonderful  days,  when  so  many 
thousands  of  young  lives  just  entering  into  a  noble  man- 
hood have  been  freely  poured  out  for  the  salvation  of 
the  world,  what  more  beautiful  memorial  could  be  given 
than  a  "Soldier's  Bed,"  which  for  years  to  come  should 
be  the  means  of  saving  the  lives  of  little  ones  whose 
fathers  perhaps  had  fallen,  comrades  of  your  own  dear 
ones  on  the  same  battlefield. 

Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old,  will  be  most  acceptable ; 
full  particulars  of  these  needs  are  given  in  the  appendix 
following.  Toys,  rag-dolls  and  rattles,  fruit  and  home- 
made jellies,  are  much  needed,  as  well  as  the  personal 
help  of  visitors  to  amuse  the  little  ones  recovering  from 
severe  operations,  and  to  sing  to  our  babies.  Most  of  all 
however,  we  need  women,  young  and  old,  to  join  our 
committees  who  are  willing  to  give  even  a  very  few  hours 
of  their  time  each  week,  to  help  us  with  their  hearts  and 
brains  to  solve  the  great  problems  with  which  we  are  now 
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confronted,  involved  in  the  scarcity  of  nurses  and  doc- 
tors, questions  of  food  and  fuel,  difficulties  of  economical 
administration,  of  provisions  for  destitute  convalescents, 
etc.,  etc.

We  are  all  working  together  now  to  help  bring  about 
the  great  day  of  the  Lord.  The  inspiration  of  fighting 
on  the  battlefield  itself,  of  holding  up  the  hands  of  the 
heroes  fainting  under  the  fierce  storm  of  shot  and  shell, 
and  of  planning  comfort  and  aid  for  the  thousands  of 
wounded  ones  coming  back  to  us  is  a  glorious  one ;  but 
oh  !  my  friends,  let  us  look  around  us  for  a  moment,  lest 
we  forget  that  even  in  this  seemingly  peaceful  city  and 
year  we  are  fighting  now  with  the  yet  unconquered  giants 
of  sin,  of  poverty,  of  awful  heredity,  of  starvation  itself, 
to  save  the  lives  of  innocent  children  who,  here  as  well 
as  "Over  There,"  are  dying  by  the  thousands  through  no 
fault  of  their  own.  What  can  we  do  to  save  the  little 
baby  lying  sufifering,  gasping,  often  with  only  the  arms 
of  a  tiny  "Sister-mother"  to  shelter  it?

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  AUXILIARY 
COMMITTEE 

The  Committee  has,  as  usual,  supported  a  bed  in  the 
Babies'  Wards,  supplied  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
dinners,  and  filled  the  stockings  which  hung  on  cribs  and 
beds  Christmas  morning. 

The  following  quotation  from  a  letter  of  the  Head 
Nurse  testifies  to  the  success  of  the  Thanksgiving  Day 
celebrations :  "I  wish  you  could  have  seen  our  babies 
on  Thanksgiving  Day.  They  all  had  turkey  dinner,  even 
the  little  ones,  for  we  cut  ofif  the  meat  and  let  them  suck 
the  bones.  You  should  have  seen  some  of  them  with 
the  bone  in  one  hand  and  a  piece  of  celery  in  the  other ; 
they  couldn't  decide  which  to  suck  first.  The  big  ones 
had  turkey,  potato,  celery  and  jelly,  and  for  dessert 
lemon-jelly,  lady-fingers  and  candy.  They  seemed  to 
enjoy  the  lemon-jelly  so  much.  One  little  fellow  said : 
'Isn't  this  funny  stufif,  you  have  to  chase  it  all  round 
your  plate  before  you  can  catch  it.'  Many  of  them  asked 
for  a  second  helping.  At  three  o'clock  we  had  a  grab- 
bag  of  nice,  new  toys,  and  it  was  such  fun  seeing  them 
dive  in  to  get  a  package ;  and  then  they  played  so  nicely 
until  supper  time.  There  were  toys  for  the  big  children 
and  rattles  for  the  tiny  ones.  For  supper  we  had  bread 
and  butter  and  milk,  followed  by  ice  cream ;  and  I  let 
them  have  just  as  much  as  they  could  eat,  and  then  a 
piece  of  hard  candy  to  each.  Such  a  happy,  sticky  lot 
as  they  were  when  bed  time  came.  After  baths  all 
around,  they  all  went  to  bed,  and  not  one  was  any  the 
worse  for  it ;  there  wasn't  even  one  high  temperature." 
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The  Auxiliary  Committee  supports  one  bed  by  its 
annual  dues ;  four  other  beds  are  supported  by  individ- 
ual members,  one  in  perpetuity.  Toys  and  home-made 
jellies  are  always  needed  and  are  so  much  enjoyed  by 
our  little  invalids;  we  can  buy  toys  at  wholesale,  and 
would  gratefully  acknowledge  and  spend  any  contribu- 
tions for  that  purpose.  Toys  and  jellies  can  be  sent 
directly  to  the  Wards,  and  contributions  of  money  to 
the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Brugler,  Lakewood, 
New  Jersey. 

Through  a  member  of  the  Committee,  who  is  presi- 
dent of  a  section  of  the  Needlework  Guild  of  America, 
and  also  through  the  interest  of  some  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee,  a  contribution  of  two 
hundred  and  seventy-two  new  garments  was  received 
from  the  Guild,  a  very  welcome  increase  over  the  usual 
donation  of  one  hundred  garments  from  this  source. 
The  Junior  Auxiliary  Committee  hopes  to  secure  one  or 
more  Directors  or  contributors  from  among  its  mem- 
bers, and  thus  to  obtain  an  even  larger  contribution  for 
the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  many  of  our  members  and 
the  time  given  by  all  to  War  efforts  the  work  of  this 
Committee  has  proceeded  along  its  usual  lines. 

The  milk  fund  which  was  raised  over  a  year  ago  has 
been  a  great  assistance,  although  recently  we  have  had  to 
curtail  our  expenditures  in  that  line. 

The  children  were  given  their  customary  drive  during 
the  summer  as  well  as  the  holiday  treats  with  a  tree  and 
toy  apiece  at  Christmas. 

The  nurse  reports  2,111  calls  made  with  952  families 
visited  in  all.  During  the  summer  she  sent  296  children 
to  various  country  homes  and  institutions,  which  was  an 
increase  of  184  over  the  previous  summer.  This  is  in 
addition  to  the  large  number  of  children  who  are  regu- 
larly taken  by  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Sea  Cliff  and 
the  Speedwell  Society  at  Morristown.  At  Thanksgiving 
and  again  at  Christmas  packages  of  food  were  sent  to 
about  16  families,  which  were  greatly  appreciated. 

Unfortunately  we  are  to  lose  our  nurse  in  February, 
which  is  very  deeply  regretted  by  the  Committee.
